sole support. In her plea she said that if she were not permitted to do 
industrial homework she would be compelled to apply to municipal, state 
or federal relief agencies. In plain language, she is begging for the right

NEGOTIATING TRADE PACT 


The country soon may have an indication of what to expect under 


the exercise of the powers given the president by congress to negotiate 
tariff agreements with other nations. 


Wilbur J. Carr, acting secretary of state, has given formal notice 


of intention to negotiate a trade pact with Cuba. Under the law, the 
treaty can be signed one month after formal notice of intention is given. 


According to reports in Washington, the chief provision of the 


treaty will call for a reduction of 50 per cent in the duty on Cuban sugar 
imported into this country. Fifty per cent is the maximum reduction 
permitted by law. In compensation for the sugar concession the Cuban 
government will reduce tariff rates on certain manufactured and agri- 
cultural imports from the United States. 


The committee on reciprocity information has fixed July 23 as 


the date for getting the views of persons interested in trade concessions 
between Cuba and this country. 
The hearings will not be public, under 


regulations issued by the committee. Why secrecy should be observed in 
a matter of such general public interest was not explained. Star-cham- 
ber proceedings hardly can be expected to make the new tariff act more 
popular. 


TAKING CHANCE TO AID MANKIND 


Three New York doctors, having developed a new infantile paraly- 


sis vaccine, have decided to submit themselves to injection of the serum 
because it's something that can't be tried out first on guinea pigs. Only 
humans and monkeys are subject lo infantile paralysis and, after try- 
ing the preventive on monkeys, the doctors have decided to make guinea 
pigs of themselves. 


"We are not becoming martyrs to science." they say modestly. 


"The chances of our contracting infantile paralysis are very, very re- 
mote." Yet they must admit there is a chance, and they are willing 
to take that chance in the hope their efforts will aid mankind. Great 
praise is due those doctors and ail other such men and women who risk 
their lives daily for others.

Y ruling that women are safer automobile drivers than men, 


the Pennsylvania Bureau of Motor Vehicles ruthlessly has 


swept away one of the dearest myths of the automotive age. 


Does she not let her mind wander, eying the scenery in- 


stead of the road?

"The woman at the wheel is likely to 


be more cautious than the man."

THE RIGHT TO EARN A LIVING 


There will be widespread interest in the test, suit which Mrs. Kath- 


erine Budd of Brooklyn has instituted to determine the right of state 
and federal agencies to interfere with persons who support themselves 
and their families by doing work at home. This case concerns not only 
the NRA, but a state law. 


Mrs. Budd's case is more or less familiar. She had been a tele- 


phone operator at S12 a week, but when the NRA required that such 
workers be paid at least S15 a week her employer felt compelled to drov 
her from the payroll. 
Later she was fortunate enough to find work 


making artificial flowers at home. Having been skilled in this since 
childhood, she was able to earn from $18 to $25 a week. Things went 
well until the new law made it necessary for her to get a license to do 
this type of work. It was refused on the ground that her "handicaps" 
•were not the kind that would entitle her to a license under the terms of 
the president's order. 


These handicaps? They are two small children and she is their 


sole support. In her plea she said that if she were not permitted to do 
industrial homework she would be compelled to apply to municipal, state 
or federal relief agencies. In plain language, she is begging for the right 
to earn a living for herself and her helpless children in the only way that 
Is possible to her. 


The supreme court judge who heard the case ordered the state 


commissioner of labor to show cause why a writ of mandamus should not 
be issued forcing him to license Mrs. Budd to continue her homework. 


The ultimate decision will affect 300,000 women in New York state 


•who do such work. Doubtless the law was intended to correct abuses, 
but sensible persons will feel that it is stupid thus to prevent many 
poor persons from earning an honest living. 


It is simply another instance where NRA theory has clashed with 


hard facts.

NEGOTIATING TRADE PACT 


The country soon may have an indication of what to expect under 


the exercise of the powers given the president by congress to negotiate 
tariff agreements with other nations. 


Wilbur J. Carr, acting secretary of state, has given formal notice 


of intention to negotiate a trade pact with Cuba. Under the law, the 
treaty can be signed one month after formal notice of intention is given. 


According to reports in Washington, the chief provision of the 


treaty will call for n reduction of 50 per cent in the duty on Cuban sugar 
imported into this country. Fifty per cent Is the maximum reduction 
permitted by law. lu compensation for the sugar concession the Cuban 
government will reduce tariff rates on certain manufactured and agri- 
ciiltnrn! imports from the United States. 


The committee on reciprocity information has fixed July 23 as 


the date for getting the views of persons interested in trade concessions 
between Cuba and this country. The hearings will not be public, under 
rrpulatlons issued by ihe committee. Why secrecy should be observed in 
a matter of such general jmblic interest was not explained. Star-cham- 
ber proceedings hardly can be expected to make the new tariff act more 
populnr.

dents in the New Castle Senior High 
School than Spanish, French or Ger- 
man and that It would also serve to 
educate sons of Italian parents In 
the tongue of their parents. 


In .discussing the 
possibility of 


such a change in the curriculm A. C. 
Hyde asked Dr. C. C. Green if it 
would be possible to abandon any 
one study in the high school. "It 
would be possible but not feasible" 


said Dr. Green. If we abandoned a 
subject we would still have 
the 


teacher and it would be necessary to 
hire an additional teacher to teach 
Italian." 


President Daniel B. Woolcock ex- 


pressed himself as interested in the 
idea but felt that the financial con- 
dition of the system at the present 
time would prohibit it. J. H. Mcll- 
venny and Mrs. J. C. B. Douthett 
expressed themselves In the samr 
manner.

ing to the right towards Graceland 
road, continue on Neshannock boule- 
vard to its intersection with Clen- 
more. 


On foot, the park can easily be 


reached either from East Clenmore 
boulevard, Neshannock boulevard, 
HUlcrest avenue, or Elizabeth street. 


The park is leg shaped and con- 


tains about ten (10) acres; it is 
formed by the slopes of a natural 
ravine or water course having its 
origin along Meyer avenue and ex- 
tending southeasterly to the vicinity 
of Hillcrest avenue, where the stream 
turns east, eventually emptying into 
the Neshannock creek. 


At the toe or southeast section 


of the park and near Hillcrest ave- 
nue two bridges are being construct- 
ed. The piers are of native stone, 
roughly dressed, of Ashlar design 
and set by skilled artisans. 


The rugged simplicity of these 


piers are pleasing to the eye, sym- 
metrical in appearance, and entire- 
ly m keeping with the natural beau- 
ty of the park. 


The timbers for the bridge, except 


the flooring, came from the old Mar 
tin Gantz school building. 


When completed, Clenmore boule- 


vard will have been extended to 
meet Neshannock boulevard, where 
a traffic circle is proposed. Auto- 
mobile travel may then pass across 
the bridge, keeping always outside 
the park, north to Elizabeth street 
thence via Elizabeth street to the 
Highland district. 


On Elizabeth street has been con- 


structed a bridge, rugged in appear- 
ance and design, the side walls and 
abutments being of rough sand stone 
and the floor a heavy cement slab. 


The remarkable thing about this 


bridge is the fact that it was con- 


structed entirely by common and 
semi-skilled labor. 


From north, south, east and west 


foot paths traverse the park and 
along one of these paths, centrally 
located, is being erected the com- 
bined comfort station and tool house 


The design of this building is in 


keeping with the nature of the park, 
of rough cut stone and reflects the 
pride, skill and spirit the workmen 
have brought to their tasks. 


The paths cross and recross the 


stream bed, sometimes by means of 
rustic bridge, sometimes by cante- 
lever stone bridges, finally winding 
through the gorge and around the 
pools which have been developed 
by the building: of dams, some sim- 
ple, others more portentous.

GUNTON PARK 


Located in the second ward and 


lies between Audley avenue on the 
west, Neshannock boulevard on the 
east, Elizabeth street on the north 
and Clenmore boulevard on- the 
south, it is named for the family of 
Matthew H. Gunton, the' donors. 


By automobile it is at present 


reached by driving north on Ne- 
shannock boulevard, past Oak Park 
cemetery road and, instead of turn- 
ing to the right towards Giaceland 
road, continue on Neshannock boule- 
vard to its intersection with Clen- 
rnore. 


On toot, the park can easily be 


reached either from East Clenmore 
boulevard, Neshannock boulevard, 
Hlllcrest avenue, or Elizabeth street. 


The park is leg shaped and con- 


tains about ten (10) acres; It 3s 
formed by the slopes of a natural 
ravine or water course having its 
origin along Meyer avenue and ex- 
tending southeasterly to the vicinity 
of Hillcrest avenue, where the stream 
turns east, eventually emptying into 
the Neshannock creek. 


At, the toe or southeast section 


of the park and near Hlllcrest ave- 
nue two bridges are being construct- 
ed. The piers are of native stone, 
roughly dressed, of Ashlar dcsigp, 
and set by skilled artisans. 


The rugged simplicity of these 


piers are pleasing to the eye, sym- 
metrical in appearance, and entire- 
ly in keeping with the natural beau- 
ty of the park. 


The timbers for the bridge, except 


the flooring, came from the old Mar- 
tin Onntz school building. 


When completed, Clenmore boule- 


vard will have been extended to 
meet Neshannock boulevard, where 
a traffic circle is proposed. Auto- 
mobile travel may then pass across 
the bridge, keeping always outside 
the park, north to Elizabeth street, 
thence via Elizabeth street to the 
Highland district. 


On Elizabeth street has been con- 


structed a bridge, rugged in appear- 
ance and design, the side walls and 
abutments being of rough sand stone 
and the floor a heavy cement slab. 


The remarkable thing about this 


bridge Is the fact that it was con- 


structed entirely by common and 
semi-skilled labor. 


From north, south, east and west 


foot paths traverse the park and 
along one of these paths, centrally 
located, Is being erected the com- 
bined comfort station and tool house. 


The design of this building is in 


keeping with the nature of the park, 
of rough cut stone and reflects the 
pride, skill and spirit the workmen 
have brought to their tasks. 


The paths cross and recross the 


stream bed, sometimes by means of 
rustic bridge, sometimes by conte- 
Jever stone bridges, finally winding 
through the gorge and around the 
pools which have been developed 
by the building of dams, some sim- 
ple, others more portentous.

Tesla. famous 78-year-old scientist, 
declared in an interview today that 
his Invention—the "death beam"— 
would be a sure-fire protection for 
cities like New York, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles. London. Paris, Rome, 
Berlin and Instanbul in the event of 
attack by an invading foe. 


He saw in it a means of saving 


millions of lives in the event of an- 
other war—rather than an agency 
oi death. 


"A defensive weapon." was the 'way 


he characterized the "death beam". 
Its purpose is to prevent wholesale 
killings; to make war a foolhardy 
venture. 


Beam Explained. 


The "death beam" as explained 


by Dr. Tesla, would revolutionize de- 
fensive warfare. It is the perfec- 
tion of a method and apparatus 
which 
would, shoot 
concentrated 


beams of particles of such devastat- 
ing energy through the air that they 
could cause invading armies to drop 
in their tracks or bring down a fleet 
of 10,000 enemy airplanes at a dis- 
tance of 250 miles. 


Dr. Tesla, who is the father of 


modern methods of generation and 
distribution 
ot electrical 
energy, 


told International News Service he 
intends to present his Invention to 
the League of Nations at Geneva. 


He asserted that the "death beam" 


would" operate silently—but 
effec- 


tively—at distances "as far as the 
telescope could see an object 011 the 


ground and as far as the curvature 
of the earth would permit it."

would be invisible. And, beyond its 
evidence oi destruction, it would 
[leave no marks behind. 


Would Be Immune.

The last one was closer than two 


pieces of carbon paper. 
But Mc- 


Larnin blew his big chance that 
night and he'll never get another so 
good. 
At the end, he knew less 


about Ross than he did before and 
it's my belief that he'll know less 
and less as he goes along. 


However, there were more than 


40,000 people on the premises that 
night and that's a sound enough ex- 
cuse for anybody, even for a gentle- 
man who desires to learn nothing at 
510,000 an hour. 


Can't Hit Ross. 


The fact of the matter is that 


Ross is a little too fast with, his 
hands and feet and brain. He was 
generally a half-step ahead of the 
old champion and, any time it turn- 
ed out that he wasn't, he'd stand 
and throw puncheG until It was all 
even. Then he'd step outside again 
and out-stab his man. 


There isn't any apparent reason 


why he won't do it again. 
There 


were some that night who felt that 
McLarnin had lost his speed. Others 
were equally sure that his famous 
right-cross had lost its kick. But. 
whatever uncertainty may exist on 
these points, there is
